The MEETING was called to order by Chairman Stoesser at 6:30P.M. Present were Supervisor 
Montez, Supervisor Klarkowski, Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan, and Attorney Mills. Also in 
attendance were approximately 40 residents. 

OPEN MEETING LAW: Chairman Stoesser asked Clerk Buchanan about the agenda posting 
being in compliance. 

The MINUTES: Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the March 3rd & 17th, 2010 Planning 

Commission Minutes. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion.

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RECYCLING REPORT: Chuck Esposito completed 2009 audit report and it was filed with the 
DNR. The grant is over $20,000.00 

Clerk Buchanan reported on the Waukesha County old medication collection at the Greenwald 
Center in Mukwonago on May 8, 2010. Waukesha County is having a Clean 

Sweep on May 15, 2010, 630 CTH NN, at the Village of Mukwonago DPW, the Village and 
Town of East Troy are able to participate in this collection. 

LIBRARY REPORT: Phil Tauger advised that on April 15, 2010 there is going to be a business 
resources meeting at the Library that everyone is welcome to attend. 

POLICE REPORT: Chief Surges presented the March police report. 

Chief Surges reported on the Polcyznski vehicle damage report. The Village and Town of East 

Troy would split the cost of the repair, $1 ,000.00 damage, $500.00 for each municipality. 

Attorney Mills & Attorney Gray discussed the claim. Attorney Mills recommends that vehicle 

owner signs a release. 

Supervisor Klarkowski made a motion that the Town settle the vehicle damage claim with Brian 

Polcyznski, at $500.00 for the Village and $500.00 for the Town, contingent on Brian Polcyznski 

signing a release for any and all future claims from the accident. Supervisor Montez seconded the 

motion. Discussion followed.

The DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT: Greg Twelmeyer reported that the 
compost site opened April 3, 2010 and will be open every other Saturday through November. The 
summer roadwork will be presented at the May Board Meeting. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS: 

The FIRE DISTRICT: Dave Bitter reported on the Joint Municipal Agreement. They are 
attempting to make the changes in the agreement in order to keep a larger amount of undesignated 
funds. The new agreement eliminates language of a combined Village & Town consolidation. 
The new agreement eliminates the rescue chief, as fire and rescue departments combined, 
reducing the commissioners from six to five. It also covers compensation for the commissioners 
in the future. The department name changed to combine fire and rescue. They will have the 
budget hearing prior to October 1 . The auditor recommended increasing the undesignated funds 
from $30,000 to $50,000. The other municipalities have approved the agreement. Discussion 
followed. 

Supervisor Klarkowski made a motion to approve the joint municipal agreement as presented, 
instruct the Town representative that the policy is if budget & compensation issues are being 
handled there will be full representation by the Commission. Supervisor Montez seconded the 
motion. Discussion followed.

county level. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. Discussion followed. Attorney Mills 

questioned the plan being amended and a Resolution being presented.
